In the event that any provisions in any of the above com¬ 
ponent parts of this contract conflicts with any provision 
in any other of the component parts, the figured dim¬ 
ensions and sizes should any part of the work, materials 
or apoaratus be dimensioned or sized differently on dif¬ 
ferent drawings or different parts of the same drawings, 
the larger or heavier sizes shall take precedence un¬ 
less otherwise directed or corrected by the engineer. 


THIRD - The unit prices agreed to in this contract will 
remain in effect until the work covered under this con¬ 
tract is completed. 

FOURTH - This contract is executed in duplicate. •< : , 


FIFTH - It is further stipulated that not less than the general 
prevailing rate of wages as ascertained by the City of Fort Wayne 
or the Indiana Department of Labor shall be paid to all workmen 
performing work on this contract. 

SIXTH - It is further stipulated that Contractor shall pay 
all lawful claims or indebtedness which may accrue, by operation 
of law and otherwise, to any persons, firm or corporation on 
account of any labor or service performed or material_furnished 
or service rendered, in the carrying forward, performing, and 
comDleting of said contract including subcontractors, laborers, 
materialmen, and those performing service on account of or direct¬ 
ly in connection with the completion of said contract. 

SEVENTH = It is further stipulated that any judgment rendered 
against the City of Fort Wayne or any official thereof, in any • 
suits for damages for injury to real or personal property, or for 
any injury, sustained by any person growing out of any act or 
doing of Contractor, or its agents, employees or workmen and 
that of the State Industrial Board of the State of Indiana 
rendered against the City of Fort Wayne in any suit or claim arising 
under said Workmen's Compensation Acts, of the State of Indiana, 
now in force, relating to compensation for accidental injuries 
or death suffered by his employees or the employees of any Sub¬ 
contractor or Subcontractors in the course of their employment, 
when notice of the pendency of such suit, hearing or arbitration 
shall have been given said Contractor, shall be conclusive against 
Contractor as to amount, liability and all other things per¬ 
taining thereto; it being the intent of the parties hereto that 
Contractor indemnify and hold harmless City in the premises. 

EIGHTH - The Contractor further agrees to be bounded by 
Section 15-13 (as amended), of the Code of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana of 1974, passed by the Common Council of the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana as General Ordinance No. G-34-78 (as amended) 
on December 12th, 1978, a copy of which Section is attached, and 
incorporated herein and made a part hereof. (NE/1 - NE/3). 

NINTH - The Contractor shall furnish a Performance Bond in 
a form acceptable to the City of Fort Wayne for the full value 
of the work.

2. There shall be filed with the City, within thirty (30) days after comple¬ 
tion, a Completion Affidavit; 

3. Said Principal is required to agree to make such adjustments, modifica¬ 
tions, and repairs as required by the City within thirty (30) days after 


notice. 













WHEREAS, said Surety, for value received, hereby stipulates and agrees that 
no change, extension of time, alteration, or addition to the terms of the con¬ 
tract or to the work to be performed thereunder, or the specifications accom¬ 
panying the same, shall in any way affect its obligation on this bond, and it 
does hereby waive notice of any such change, extension of time, alteration or 
addition to the terms of the contract, or to the work or to the specifications. 

NOW THEREFORE, if the principal shall faithfully perform all of the terms and 
conditions required of it by the contract and shall for one (1) year after 
acceptance of said improvement by City warrant and guarantee said improvement
